The phylogeny of the Acridodea. 


The modern Acridodea, or short-horned grasshoppers, are the descendants 
of members of the Jurassic LocusropstpAk which have been considered as 
related to the Terrigonupak. It can be shown that the LocusTopstpakr were 
typical Acridodea and that they originated from a palaeozoic stock which, 
though related to, was independent of the Tettigonioid stock (Ensifera). The 
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two suborders of the Saltatoria thus prove to have been differentiated since the 


Palaeozoic. :

the LocustopsIDAb, will be discussed also.
